LIBRARY REFERENCE LISTS 
Ever since October, 1901, we have pub- 
lished from time to time — of late years, 
annually —an index to the reading lists 
issued by the different libraries of the country. 
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This feature of the Bulletin of Bibliography 
has been much appreciated as giving libra- 
ries an opportunity to find out readily 
where a given subject had been worked up. 
We give in this issue the “‘Index to Reference 
Lists” for 1918, compiled at the Providence 
Public Library, famous in the early eighties 
as the source of printed “‘monthly reference 
lists,” and ever since a careful collector of 
all library bulletins and lists issued. 

The effect of war is seen this year in the 
list under such heads as Canning, Citizen- 
ship, European War, Farming, Food Con- 
servation, Gardening, Red Cross, Soldiers, 
Spies.

NEW BOOKS BY LIBRARIANS 

KOCH, THEODORE W. War Libraries and Allied 
Studies. 

Dr. Koch has collected in book form his papers on 
war library service — the A. L. A. overseas work, the 
British war libraries, the camp and hospital libraries, 
the book scheme for British prisoners of war, and 
many others. There are also chapters here published 
for the first time, and such amplification of others 
since their printing in various places that they are 
essentially new. a 

The final pages of the book contain a most interest- 
ing account of the Library of the University of 
Louvain, its creation and growth, its treasures, and 
its complete and absolutely uncalled for destruction 
by the Germans on August 25, 1914 — an act which 
it will take centuries, probably, for the Germans to 
recover from. Dr. Koch’s book has nearly one 
hundred illustrations from actual photographs, 
showing graphically the great work it have been 
doing to help win the war. These are views taken in 

ican camps, in British Columbia, in France, 
in England, in German prisons —all carrying the 
message of the book. 

The chapter on “British se ngene 3 and enemy 
publications” gives us a new light on the importance 
of careful examination of all matter, written or 
printed, which was being mailed. 

The book is most readable and should find a ready 
sale both in America and England, if only it can be 
brought to the attention of the many who are inter- 
ested in this phase of the war.

CLARK, BARRETT H. European Theories of the 
Drama. 

This new work by Barrett H. Clark is of great 
importance, being an anthology bringing together for 
the first time epoch-making theories and criticisms of 
the drama. From ancient Greece and Rome down 
through the middle ages to modern times, the com- 
piler gives the text of each period — largely the pre- 
faces to dramatic works by the foremost authors.

MAGAZINE NOTES 
A Good Excuse is Better than None 


Isn’t it strange how universally the magazines are 
saying — ‘Of course we would like to continue your 
subscription a month or two to give you time to 
renew it, but Uncle Sam says we mustn't, so we 
reluctantly say to you ‘pay at once, or we cut you 
off, and as paper is so scarce, we won't even print an 
extra Copy in case your remittance should be delayed 
through no fault of your own.’”’ We can almost see 
the publisher chuckle in his glee at being able to make 
one more addition to the things he has already done 
to us all — odd sizes, ads among the text, less pages, 
more price, no title pages, and indexes, etc. 

Literary Digest and Independent issued no copy for 
the week of November 2, 1918, owing to a printers’ 
strike. Neither magazine thought it worth while to 
give a double number or double date on the November 
9th issue to save themselves from a bombardment of 
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requests now and forevermore for the omitted 
number. And if you order Inde for November 
2, the publisher will send you November 9, thinking, 
a deluded individual, that that will satisfy your 
needs. 

Scientific American, beginning with the new volume 
and new year, has gone into short skirts according to 
fashion’s Sets. They are nowaninchanda half shorter 
than her sister’s the ‘‘Sci. Am. Supp.” who prefers to 
remain becomingly old-fashioned in her dress. 

News Notes of California Libraries appeared with a 
nice brown cover last July. We are so glad this fat 
little magazine has at last put on a wrapper, and thus 
improved its looks a lot. 

Crowley's Magazine, that sprightly monthly for 
magazine sellers and agents, issued a September- 
October number (vol. 3, no. 10), and then came 
December (vol. 3, no. 11) cut in size to a new sha 
just half the former width, and resembling the 
Woolworth Building, so tall and narrow was it. 
“Readjustment is the watchword of the hour’ to 
quote the leading editorial’s title, yet not a word about 
the most radical change of shape ever made by a 
magazine.
